Ciongress has passed the Bill 
providing for the expenditures of 
the Post Office Department for 
the next year« Thia Bill, how 
ever, fails once more to compen- 
sate the railroads for carrying 
the parcel post. The Bill is based 
upon estimates of the Post Office 
Department that next yerr the 
parcel post will handle 000,00i*,000 
packages yielding a revenue to 
the Post Office of 1^,000,000. 

The Poatmaater General in his 
annual report of December 1, 
I91.'j, states that in view of the 
prospective "prodigious growth'* 
of the parcel post, ' ther^lroads" 
of oonraa wiH btCKNaa ealitlad to 
additional compensation for this 
extra service imposed upon them 
and the Department is engaged in 
gathering all atatiatical dam nec- 
essary for ascertaining a correct 
basis for fixing a just, fair and 
adequate compensation for the 
service rendered."
